WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Japanese 
Legation has received a cablegram from 
Tokio, dated to-day, saying that Gen. 
Nogi reports that the-delivery at Port 
Arthur has been completed. It includes 
the following:

Guns, 546, of which 54 are of large cali- 
bre, 149 of medium calibre, and 343 of 
small calibre. 

Cannon shells, 82,670; powder, 
kilos; rifles, 35,252; horses, 1,920. 

Battleships, 4, except the Sevastopol, 
which is entirely sunk; cruisers, 2; gun- 
boats and destroyers, 14; steamers, 10, 
sides small steamers, 35 of which will 
serviceable after little repairing. 

TOKIO, Jan. 12.—The Japanese achieve- 
ment at Port Arthur is found to be more 
remarkable in the light of further inves- 
tigations.

Building Trades 8 Employers Deny Con- 
spiracy with Labor Unions. 


The Emergency Committee of the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association, to 
which the Board of Governors referred 
the charges made by Theodore Starrett 
against the association, met yesterday 
afternoon and evening to take the matter 
up.

The Judge imposed an additional three 
days’ imprisonment for disrespect of 
court, and commanded the Sheriff to lead 
the prisoner away.

Gamblers Now Moving Their Out- | 
fits Over to Jersey. | 


McADOO WILL AID JEROME!

Says His Men Have Been Collecting | 
Evidence for District Attorney’s | 
Gambling Crusade.

That District Attorney Jerome has got 
the gamblers on the run became evident 
vesterday when another notorious mem- 
ber of the fraternity, Lou Ludlum, fol- 
lowed the example set by Honest John 
Kelly in crawling under the cover of- 
fered by the Dowling law. Ludlum was 
at one time the manager for Frank Far- 
rell, and has, according to his own con- 
fession, run a gambling house known as 
the Savoy Club, at 145 West Fortieth 
Street, for five years. 

As in the case of Kelly, the confession 
of Ludlum was the signal for an imme- 
diate confiscation of his paraphernalia. | 
This was found stored temporarily in the | 
back room of a tenement at 262 West 
Forty-first Street, and was taken to the 
District Attorney's office in two patrol 
wagons. All the stuff was carefully boxed | 
up when found, its destination being a | 
storage warehouse where-it was to have 
been kept until the present storm blew 
over. 

In this connection

by Ludlum had been observed by almost | 
every gambling house in town. Last night 
there was not a single place of note that 
was doing business, and in very few | 
houses could anything but ordinary fur-| 
niture be found.

Much of the material taken out of va- 
rious houses in order to prepare them for 
x possible visit by county detectives was 
shipped over to Jersey during the night | 
between Wednesday and yesterday. ‘Ten 
huge wagonloads of roulette wheels, ta- 
bles, and other paraphernalia are said to 
have passed that way. The origin of four 
of these loads at least is known. Two | 
came from the house at 51 West Thirty- 
third Street, which Frank Farrell says he | 
does not own or occupy. Two more were 
removed from John Daly’s house, on 
Twenty-ninth Street, near 3roadway. All 
the vans went across to Jersey by way | 
of the Twenty-third Street ferry, and in 
some mysterious way the nature of their | 
contents seems to have been known wher- 
ever they passed. 

Ludlum's appearance at the Criminal 
Courts Building was not voluntary, like 
that of his confrére on the day before. He 
came in response to a subpoena served on 
him by Capt. Cottrell. When Ludlum first 
confronted his examiners he was in a de- 
cidedly uncommunicative mood. But he | 
weakened, it js said, after having learned 
a few points about the law from Mr. Je- 
rome, and finally sent for his counsel, 
Danie] J. O'Reilly. The lawyer is reported 
to have advised him unhesitatingly to 
speak lest worse things befall] him.
